SOYBEANS PLAN™ 
EARLY GROW BEST 


By planting soybeans from about 


May 10 to May 15,: better yields 
of both hay and grains may be 
obtained than is possible from late 
plantings, 
according to J. 
~B. 


Park, chairman of the farm crops 
department of the Ohio State Un- 
iversity, who says that 
early 


planting .is of greater advantage, 
however, for seed or grain produc- 
tion than it is for hay. 
- . 


Although weeds 
may cause 


greater trouble with early plant- 
ings than they do when the crop 
is planted late, the maximum 
yields can- be iObtained^only when 
soybeans have a full growing sea- 
son in ; which to mature^ When 
grown for hay, he states, good 
yielda may be secured by planting 
as late as June 1. -Plantings made 
after that date are likely to re- 
sult in reduced-yields of hay. 


Two methods are commonly us- 


ed for planting soybeans. One way 
is drill them solid with a grain drill 


he other method is to sow 


them' in rows from 24 to 30 in- 
ches apsrt in order to permit cul- 
tivation. Solid drilling', Parks points 
out, requires a larger amount of 
seed and often results in a weed- 
ier crop, but the labor of cultiva- 
tion is saved, 'When drilling solid 
it is advisable 'to use not less than 
2 • bushels .of Manchu per 
acre. 


Smaller seeded varieties require 
smaller amounts of seed for plant- 
ing. 
•«,« 


i'he two methods of planting 


produce about the same yields if 
the weeds are "controlled in both 
cases, he asserts: By discing the 
land before the beans are* planted 
they are more likely to get started 
ahead of the-next crop of weeds. 


Beans that are drilled solid may 


be cultivated'with a harrow or 
rotary hoe.. The rotary hoe is 
especially usefia.'-in breaking the 
crust that; sometimes forms be- 
fore the beans come through the 
ground. Soybeans can be cultivat- 
ed with either the rotary hoe or 
the harrow until the crop is 5 or 
6 inches tall, provided it is done 
when the leaf surfaces are dry. 


WOULD CHECK BIG 


Heavy losses due to .the develop- 


ment of acid or sour milk^during 
the spring and'summer may ^ be 
prevented, according to D. S; 
Kochheiser, extension specialist in 
dairy technology at the Ohio -State 
University. 


- The cause of:souring,- he says, 
is the•: rapid 'growth of 'acid pro- 
ducing ; organism*. These organ- 
isms are not harmful-tp-the health 
of the consunier, but* are objec- 
tionable when in milk that is sup- 


to be sweet. To avoid this 


trouble it is beat for dairymen to 
use buckets, strainers and cans 
that are well tinned and construct- 
ed so that they can be thorough- 
ly washed and sterilised. 


After milking, he points out, it 


is best to rinse the utensils with 
cold water, then wash with hot 
water, washing powder and bruab. 
Dp not use soap, soapj powder and 
cloth. After washing all utensils 
are sterilized with scalding water 
or a -chlorine sterilizer.. The scald- 
ing-water is perferable. 


The milk should also be cooled 


as soon as possible to 55 degrees 
or. lower and held at this tempera- 
ture at all times. With well water 
at the prevailing temperatures in 
Ohio it will require at least 5 gal- 
lons of water for each gallon of 
milk to be cooled. 


Although a temperature of 55 


degrees may" seem lower than nec- 
essary, Kochheiser states, the best 
results are' obtained with that or 
lower temperatures. 
The organ- 


ism that causes sour milk will de- 
velope about 15 times as fast at 
60 degrees as it will at 50 degrees, 
and 700 times as fast at 70 degrees 
as it will at 50 degrees.

DIG DE JANEIRO, May 6.—A 


dramatic story of the rescue of 
Count Edmondo Di Robillant, weal- 
thy Italian aviator and explorer, 
who had been lost tot 13 days in 
the almost impenetrable Jungles 
of Brazil, and the death of Di Ro- 
billant's mechanic, was .unfolded 
today 
by Lieutenant Francisco 


Mello, the rescuer. 


Di Robillant is now at a hospi- 


tal at Sao Paulo, under the care of 
a corps, of physicians, recovering 
from 'the hardships, he endued, 
following the crash of his plane on 
the banks of the Parana Panema 
river, while attempting to map the 
course for an airmail route from 
Sao Paulo to Bolivia. 


The mechanic, Mauranta Quar- 


anta, went insane after 
several 


days of trekking without food cr 
shelter through the trackless jung- 
les, and hanged himself 
Di Ro- 


billant was found by Lieutenant 
Mello and his observer, Lieuten- 
ant 
Nelson 
Wanderly, after a 


search 
by plane 
and on 
foot 


through the jungles, and was taken 
first to San Jose, a tiny settlement 
on the Parana river, and thence to 
Sao Paulo 


"Those terrible days and nights 


that we stumbled through the dark 
jungles will always 
live in my 


mind," Di Robillant told Mello. 
"We had no food and the insects 
attacked us in swarms, making 
life itself a misery. The trees and 
undergrowth were so thick that lor 
days at a time we could not see 
the sky, to say nothing of sunlight 


"The darkness was the hardest 


to bear. Every minute of the tune 
we heard noises in the darkness 
about us 
There were panthers 


prowling around out there, and 
now and again 
we would come 


across snakes. 
We went on and 


on until our nerves broke." 


"After I was compelled to leave 


Quaranta I was almost without 


1 hope. I spent two days alone, al- 
ways stumbling forward, hoping— 
always noplng, for rescue." 


Mello, relating his experiences 


to International News Service, to;d 
of the rescue expedition which he 
headed.

"We, that is, Lieutenant Nelson 


Wanderley my observer, and. my- 
self, spent about seven hours 2ach 
day searching for Di Robillant." We 
flew over some the moat inhospi- 
table jungles

state, but never were able to find 
any trace of the missing men. 


"Finally, on the 26th of April, 


when we had all taut lost hope of 
finding them, we sighted something 
white down among a number of 
enormous green trees. 
This was 


about 250 miles from Assis, on the 
Parana Panema river. 


"We circled lowey and Lieuten- 


ant Wanderly suddenly cried: 


"That is the plane!", 
"We then serched for a place to 


land, and found an opening abojt 
seven miles away. I set the plane 
down and we made 
our 
way 


through the jungle to the sceop 
where Di Robillant had crashed 


"We found the plane had been 


abandoned 
The fuel tanks ware 


dry. Then we began a search tor 
Di Robillant and Quaranta, 
at- 


tempting to determine which way 
they had gone by searching for 
footprints. 
This was 
almost a 


hopeless task, owing to the dense- 
ness of the jungle, but we were 
able to find a few cigarette stubs 
and several burnt matches 'which 
pointed out the route they had tak- 
en. 


"We finally found Robillant. He 


was alone, and he told us that 
Quaranta had died after suffering 
from fever, insect bites and rhe 
effects of polluted water and no 
food."
